Only the quotation mark, of this 
caption are the Courier-Journal's ; the 
rest belongs to our esteemed Atlanta 
cotemporary, the Constitution. The 
Courljr-Journal can discuss the finan- 
cial thuation without dealing in vitu- 
peration.

The writ- 
er of the foregoing editorial is not 
^ therefore, necessarily an idiot ; he may 
be simply ignorant; and iguoi 
where not based upon idiocy, can be 
cured. 

^ But it is incomprehensibly strange 
now such absolntely primitivo igno- 
rance could gain access to the edito- 
rial page of a journal of the Consti- 
tution's character, and especially in the 
discussion of monetary questions. 
.Dear old Uncle Remus at his best was 
Aevi'r so amusing as this financial ex- 
position which appears in the columns 
that he made famous. 

The point on which our Atlanta co- 
temporary is so ludicrously befuddled 
can be made very clear, to those who 
know as little about as the writer of 
our cotemporary's "Idiotic" editorial.

Certain old customs die hard, 
otherwise a Paris official, who has 
just received a present of 10 pounds 
of candles, would not have had this 
gift offered him. The man thus an- 
nually favored is the police commis- 
sary of the district of St Germain 
1'Auxerroilrtn Paris. He receives his 
box of candles from the chamber of 
notaries. The origin of this observ- 
ance dates a long way back. It 
aroso out of a dispute between the 
police commissary oi the Chatelet 
and the corporation of notaries. 
The duty of the former was to hold 
a lighted candle at the door of the 
chamber as the legal gentlemen were 
entering it and on one occasion the 
commissary complained that it was 
unfair for the expense of the candles 
to fall upon him, contending that he 
ought rather to receive an indemni- 
ty for his services.

The question of reorganizing the 
Boards of Pension Eexaming Surgeons 
throughout the country is just now 
under consideration by Secretary 
Smith, Commissioner Loch re n and 
Deputy Commissioner Murphy. 
There are 1,260 of these boards, each 
containing three members, and their 
work is a very important factor in the 
administration of the pension laws 
and in the adjudication of claims. 
Officials of the department state that 
careful examinations have revealed 

tence and gross cat 
in the work of these boards, and in 
some instances the evidence indicates 
that Improper influences have been 
successfully applied to secure reporti 
in pension claims favorably to the ap- 
plicants. In view of these facts it hat 
been decided to give this 'branch of 
the service a general overhauling. 
While no formal plan of reorganiza- 
tion has been announced, it is stated 
to be the purpose of Commissioner 
Lochren, with the approval of the 
Secretary, to appoint on these boards 
only men who stand in the very front 
ik of the professlou iu their respec- 
3 localities, and men who keep well 
abreast of the times in medical science 
Another inflexible condition to ap- 
pointment will be that 
unquestioned integrity, 
official, in speaking of the matter 
day, said that recommendations by 
men of known character in tho medi- 
lion would be more effica- 
cious in securing appointments on 
oards than if made by poli- 
ticians. The active work of reorgani- 
zation will soou be begun.

A FEW SUGGESTIONS. 
Wise and Otherwise to the Court of 

Editor of the Ohskhver: — An 
editorial In your paper a short time 
since in rgard to the lynching of a 
man by an infuriated mob, and the 

killing of another by a brother whose 
•later had been cruelly assaulted by 
the man whom lie slew, suggested to 
me the idea, that perhaps to son* 
extent, the higher courts of the Stat, 
iiri v he responsible for these acts. We 
have two courts in this State, the 
Court? of Appeals, composed of four 
Judges, and I lie Superior Court, com- 
posed of three, who hold the lives 
anil liberties and the property of the 
people in their hands. They are the 
courts of last resorts, and they should 
be exceedingly particular ere they de- 
cide a cause, involving the entire es- 
tate of an individual, and frequently 
his life. I do not believe that our 
higher courts give that attention to 
the cases before them, that they 
should. It is a well-known fact that 
oue Judge of the Court of Appeal, 
usually decides important causes 
which the other Judges do not read 
or understand, and that his statement 
to his associates is all they know of 
the case. This is one reason why thr 
Constitution required that another 
than the one who tried the case should 
pass upon the petition for a rehearing. 
The law requires that every Judge of 
the Superior Court shall certify that he 
has examined the record in every case 
where au opinion u rendered. But it 
frequently happens that these Judges 
make such a certificate wlieu they 
know nothing whatever of the facts 
in the cause, and indeed have never 
looked at the record, taking the opin- 
ion of one of the Judges alone. There 
is an instance where one of the Judges 
ot the Court of Appeals affirmed a 
case, and shortly afterward forget- 
ting the former decision, reversed the 
same case. This placed the courts in 
a ridiculous quandary for awhile as to 
which case they should stand by. 
Two appeals of the same character in- 
volving the same case were prosecuted 
before the Court of Appeali 
separate records were sent up— and 
they were tacked together — one or 
top of the other. The two were sub- 
mitted at the same time. The learned 
Judge who decided the case rendered 
an opinion on the bottom record, bu< 
stated that he could not decide the 
oilier branch of the case because it 
was not before him. And yet, in or- 
der to read the bottom record, he was 
compelled to turn the top record, 
which he said was not before him, out 
of his way. What do you think of a 
Judge who decides that a debt can be 
paid many months before it was 
traded? What do you think of a 
Judge that decides that a debt is paid 
by a debtor when he could not possi- 
bly know at the time what the debt 
was? What do you think of a Judge 
that decides that a receipt for one debt 
is also a receipt for one entirely differ- 
ent ? What do you think of a court 
that will hang a man on circumstan- 
cial evidence, and grant a new trial to 
a man who shot his victim in the back, 
a cruel murder, simply because the 
trial Judge expressed an opinion on 
. the street that the man being tried 
guilty? There was no fault found 
with the law or the instructions 
given by the lower court, but simply 
because he happened to express on the 
street his opinion, the case was revers- 
ed. What do you think of a 
that will condemn a man to be hung 
one week, and order their opinion to 
be published as the law of the land, 
and the very next week change their

Con- 
kUtency is a jewel. I might consume 
pages, hut this is enough to show what 
blunders these high courts make, 
begins to look a- if there should be no 
sucu courts. Indeed, if a mai 
get justice in the lower court, where 
ti.e Judges are equally worthy and 
well qualified, where the witnesses 
can be brought face to face with the 
court and the jury, how can he ex- 
pool justice when his case goes upon 
piper, and that too, before a court 
overwhelmed with business, and who 
do not care a copper for him or any- 
body el»e except themselve. 

I do not desire to be captious, but is 
it not well enough, once in while, to 
remind these high Justices that they 
ought to understand what they are 
about. A word to the wise is suffi- 
cient. Fiat Justitia.

The arrangements for a small poultry 
house differ from those in a large one. 



Owing to individual preference* and 
' • capital to be invested In a 



plan. The rule which applies to the 
space is toe decimal, says P. H. Jacobs, 
the poultry specialist, who explains as 
follows in The Rural New Yorker: 

A flock of 10 hens should have a floor 
space of 100 square feet (allowing each 
10 square feet), ao that of course a house 




M by 10 feet would be needed. Theyaroi 
Should be 10 time* larger than the houses; 
hence for 10 hens the house should be 10 
by 10 feet and the yard 10 by 100 feet, 
though the yard may be of any preferred 
shape and may oxmtain more ■pace,' but 
should not be less than, the area men- 
tioned. The nearer to the square form 
the cheaper the coet of the house in pro- 
portion to the space secured. 

A very convenient poultry house for a 
small flock may be built of yellow pine 
boards, rabbeted (barn boards), nailed up 
and down to 8 by 4 pieces, the house to 
be 10 feet square, 6 feet high In front and 
6 at the rear, with alarge window on the 
front (which should face the south or 
southeast), and a small sash ou each end 
near the front, the door to be on the 
west end or side. The small windows 
should open so as to allow ventilation 
according to the direction of the wind, 
a top ventilator often causing drafts 
down on the fowls. The roof may be of 
tarred felt or other suitable material, and 
in a cold climate the house may be cov- 
ered entirely with tarred felt, fastened 
with stripe. 

The same house may be double for 
two flocks, if preferred, with a door in 
the center or at one end. If it be raised 
18 inches from the ground, the hens will 
find much comfort underneath in win- 
ter. The cost of the double henhouse 
need not exceed ftS for one 10 by 80 feet, 
but much will depend upon the local 
prices for materials and labor. The 
space underneath may be protected by 
boards to break the wind. If the house 
is low on the ground, cement floors are 
best, as they protect against rats, but 
they must be oovered with an inch of 
dry earth, with cut straw over it, 
they will be cold. If raised up, the best 
floor is of tongue and groove boards. 
The nests should be movablet hence 
soap boxes are oxoellent. 

The roost Bhould be a piece of 8 by 4 

the house about two feet from the floor. 
For 10 hens four nests are sufficient, 
two at each end of the house. The wa- 
ter fountain may be placed at any 
venient point Feed troughs should not 
be used if they can be avoided, as it is 
best to compel the hens to scratch for 
all they receive. Keep the middle of 
the floor clear, so as to allow scratch- 
ing space, and place a large shallow 
box near the front window, filled with 
dry dirt or sifted coal ashes, for dusting. 
If soft food is given, place it on a board 
and remove the latter when the meal la

When Borrowing Money. 

Notes are a common means of 
borrowing money, either from finan- 
cial institutions or persons who have 
funds to lend, and giving a note is a 
simple transaction by which a bor- 
rower, by giving security, obtains 
the use of money by paying legal in- 
terest Any bank official will explain 
how the bank note which is fur- 
nished should be filled out It is 
usually best, when a bank's rules do 
not conflict, to see the cashier and 
explain to him the standing of those 
whose names appear on the note, and 
then leave it to be passed upon in the 
regular order of business. If you 
are a customer of the bank when the 
note is discounted, its sum is placed 
to your credit less the interest, which 
is paid in advance. 

All banks expect that the sum of 
money kept on deposit by customers 
will average certain amounts, the 
aggregate of which is a fund which 
the bank handles for its profit, thus 
doing a bank-

The 'pea is b 
deep rooted plant and should be put 
well down, How on top of the ground 
one bushel of oats to hold the peas 
up. For hogs they como in as a green 
forage after clover and may be cut with 
a scythe and thrown into them or a 
movable fence may be put around a 
small portion of the field. Good success 
has been obtained by putting the peas 
and oats in the silo, or they may be cut 
and cured, thrashed and ground Into 
meal. Try two or three acres as at
